Help 
them set the codes fair trade 
practices, trade customs, and exchanges 
information that keep the industry 
stable.

You realize, course, that even 
antiquated this business was, that 
is, its machinery and what 
chased that still cost very great 
deal more than what any 
all ever dreamed about. 

Dad had always been financial wiz- 
ard sort and with this talent and 
course the goodheartedness “Doc” 
and Anderson and John Johnson 
were able swing the deal but, 
just that, money for anything else 
such machinery repair, building 
maintenance, such. just couldn’t 
the next best thing. 

None knew anything about ma- 
chines, building, electricity, plumbing 
thing along those lines, but 
could work (we are all over feet tall 
and weigh 190 lbs. and with one 
exception). went work. 


Cleanup with chisels 


chipped loose plaster and scraped 
paint and cleaned, cleaned, cleaned, 
threw out tons “extra sections” from 
jobs five more years ago, etc. 
repaired machines that for the most 
part needed good cleaning and oiling. 
repaired and replaced belts 
those days line shafts were used. 

used ice chisels clean the 
floors and razor blades clean the 
windows. one place the glue was 
inches thick. 

virtually impossible describe 
the thousands things did those 
first two years clean and organize 
that second floor. used gallons 
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white paint the ceilings and walls 
that one floor the building 
reinforced concrete and brick and was 
just like tomb inside. 

All this repair and painting was 
done ourselves without the slightest 
interruption our regular work day 
production—we afford it. 


Portage—the hidden cost 


time went gradually became 
more and more aware faults through- 
out our entire system handling and 
just plain repetitious mileage. For ex- 
ample: The books would come from the 
sewing machine the smasher 


from there the cutter from 


the cutter back gluing (brush) 
feet, across feet debris the 
rounder and backer, then headed north 
feet for lining up, south again 
feet for casing in, and north 
feet put press. 

wasn’t how productive man was 
those days, was how much per- 
spired which determined whether 
not was earning his wage. That 
must have been the basis production 
nowhere was there found even 
the remotest hint cost system 
any system, for that matter. 

decided straighten that out 
once which did great advantage 
that time. have moved that sec- 
tion least times since and the 
present time have very efficient for- 
warding system. have made scale 
floor plan sketches and scale tables and 
machinery out cardboard order 
utilize every inch the much needed 
floor played chess this 
way until finally would work out 
solution good least next 
jam-up came about, and believe us, 
they were frequent! 


Relocation pays off 


Since the material handling from one 
operation the next really unpro- 
ductive, spent much time and care- 
ful study determining the best arrange- 
ment the different operations and 
machines. This paid off. increased

production 25% this alone. Since 
the end War II, have rearranged 
some our equipment and operations 
many times efficiently handle the in- 
creased volume. have added space 
two different times and are now operat- 
ing the entire building. With this 
increase space, increased our 
ended with lower operating cost 
per square foot. One thing that anyone 
can their bindery print shop 
walk slowly through the plant with 
rearrangement only mind for short- 
cuts handling. They may find some 
startling news! Even with effective 
plant there still too much handling 
this business. Rearrangement and 
materials handling cannot stressed 
too much. 


These are some the solutions 
have worked out make materials 
handling easier and with less 
handling: 


All aisles are marked off with 
red lines keep certain places 
clear for moving skids and also 
for marking storage space. 

All work tables are casters 
they may easily moved 
from one place another even 
when fully loaded. These tables 
hold 4,000 books and are 
there lifting big stacks 
heavy books.

Proofing 


Some plants pull the first proof 
colored paper make distinctive.

Some specify, however, that aid 
quick proofing galleys not washed 
that the corrected proofs will show 
the corrections better. Where slugs 
have been replaced their cleanliness 
will stand out against the smudged ap- 
pearance the type bearing hardened 
ink from the first proof. 

Proofboys are responsible for the 
movement galleys from collating 
bank their shelves. index card 
record maintained them show 
the location each galley. Smaller 
shops flag their galleys and place them 
order racks. 

Quinn Boden adjacent the 
proofpress bin shelved hold gal- 
ley proofs originating from each ma- 
chine. noon and night the foreman 
clears these bins and dispatches the 
proofs the proofroom where the head 
assigns them the respective 
readers. Pink proofs the original 
galley are collected the proofpress 
for office accounting. 


Corrections 


far possible each Quinn Boden 
operator also assigned set his own 
corrections; not only the interest 
uniformity, but make him aware 
his mistakes. Often errors are machine 
faults. 

correcting his own errors the 
operator becomes conscious these 


failings sooner than would other- 
wise. Were another operator make 
the corrections, would merely ascribe 
these errors the operator rather than 
the machine.

Make-up 


Paging Q&B really part the 
make-up process. many galleys 
the make-up table will accomodate are 
strung out along its length. Equipped 
with wooden stick equalling text 
page length, the make-up men separates 
the galleys into pages. Thus broken the 
page folios are inserted. Instead do- 
ing each page one one custo- 
mary many shops, the make-up man 
can survey many pages one 
time. this manner can correct 
errors that might involve previous pages 
they are filed away. 

Widows are not allowed except 
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occasional large type juveniles. 
compensate for missing lines due 
widows pages are carded with paper 
strips. Never allowed change 
the format account widows. 
Pages are kept uniform format. 

The more galleys the make-up man 
can handle one time, the quicker 
his work. Usually the proofboy take- 
care placing and removing the 
leys. Thus the make-up man can 
vote his entire time his job. 

After breaking the galleys, insert- 
ing heads and folios, the make-up man 
rechecks his measures and proceeds 
wedge the type into the page galley. 
Instead laboriously tying each 
page, the type matter wedged into 
the galley with wood pre-cut for each 
galley.

Less walking traffic 


The steady traffic, the walking from 
saw bank, from bank miterer, 
back and forth, from here there, 
further eliminated Quinn Boden 
providing the man with 
cuts ready for insertion. apprentice 
responsible for trimming each cut 
size, inserting the caption its proper 
place. The make-up man merely drops 
the assembly into its proper place. 

the cut does not take the width 
the page and requires run-around, 
the make-up man marks his proof ac- 
cordingly and has the priority ap- 
proach the linotype operator get the 
run-around set. proof this material 
also made pink that the client 
can billed for the extra lines reset. 

commenting the apparent lack 
walking traffic Moran explained that 
“we sell the time not the product.” The 
night correction procedure and prepa- 
ration cuts for make-up are largely 
responsible for holding traffic mini- 
mum. This method also reduces the 
number saws and miterers required 
since every detail attended one 
particular location. There are two saws 
for metal and one for wood and cuts. 

the other hand another foreman 
commented that his set-up the more 
saws and miterers could command 
the faster his work could progress.

Wood vs. metal 


There wide difference opinion 
the suitability wood metal 
make-up. 

One foreman said: Metal can always 
reclaimed make-up. Wood must 
often treated expendable although 
efforts are made sort out the wood 


breaking the pages. Much wood 
can usually salvaged. 

locking forms wood gives much 
tighter grip was the comment many. 
Electrotypers and plastic plate makers 
sometimes object wood because 
too low and makes wax impressions too 
deep. also makes the printing sur- 
face for rubber plates hard control. 

Another composing room prefers 
set everything metal. easier, 
was claimed, allow for the proper 
sinkage chapter heads accounting 
for the space Elrod cast slugs. 

Another foreman claimed: Metal 
more economical. easier dump 
all metal page than sort the wood 
out every page. With labor prices 
high they are sorting the wood 
long and costly procedure. Wood spoils 
faster too and its replacement more 
costly than merely smelting the metal 
over again. 

Another opinion: For 
straight off type. wood preferred for 
lower, less susceptible work- 
ups. Pages for foundry lock should 
made with metal take advantage 
its high surface. 

Pages for plastic plates 
locked. they are shipped out the 
plant they are merely wrapped 
marked with crayon for page num- 
bers and shipped box. Expensive 
packaging moving loose type not 
necessary. There another saving in- 
asmuch the lock procedure dic- 
tated for electros not necessary for 
plastic. 


Equipment 

vertical plant composing rooms are 
apt get crowded quickly. The con- 
stant demand for new machines soon 
clutters everything within the four con- 
walls. Every time new money- 
saving machine goes in, something else 
has go. The new machine must not 
only exceed the production its 
own function but also make for the 
equipment replaced. 

Every foreman polled this survey 
had plan for getting his machines and 
equipment into better position for more 
production. But with installa- 
tion costs being especially mov- 
ing electrical conduits, gas and air 
pipes for linotypes, any move becomes 
costly proposition. 

The basic equipment composing 
room, the type fonts, are the least 
stable products the business. Tastes 
change and does type. For many 
it’s here today and gone to- 
morrow. 
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With the demand for typefaces 
many fonts per machine the 
business can afford. Composing rooms 
stock heavily popular faces, like 
Baskerville and Caledonia, and some. 
times have many four complete 
fonts one type and size. This results 
speed and gives the necessary pro- 
duction flexibility that will eliminate 
turning jobs away. 

most instances rules are casi 
Monotype for hairlines. Elrods chug 
away producing 6pt slugs and and 
pica metal furniture. 


Personnel 


matter how good machines are, they 
are never better than the men who 
erate them. takes least year 
train linotype operator the system 
and styles practiced each 
book composing room. only then 
that starts pay his way. Especial- 
the operator has been former 
newspaper compositor, the change-over 
the tight spacing preferred for books 
quite intensive training. Similarly 
make-up men take time get used 
particular systems used. 


More often than not has proven 
more costly let man during 
slack season than keep him on. After 
goes and new man later hired, 
the training required for the novice be- 
comes expensive proposition terms 
extra time required for his guidance 
and errors committed unwittingly. Any 
plant which blessed with some stand- 
ard annual title which can juggled 
into the slack season therefore for- 
tunate keep all its crew busy. 

When plant especially busy, pay- 
ing overtime more economical than 
hiring new men unfamiliar with the 
methods practiced. The men not 
mind working overtime. 

Biggest personnel problem 
tered around the 
readers are paid generously rule, 
but the proofreader-to-be, the copy 
holder, receives more than low 
paid typist. And typing can much 
more interesting than reading 900 pages 
medical information. Proofreaders 
must high school graduates. During 
their term copy holder the wheat 
separated from the chaff and only the 
aualified and interested people survive. 


some plants the qualifications are 
higher. One employs Harvard gradu- 
ate who during his long residency 
corrected many author not only 
respect grammar and spelling, 
also dates and biographical infor- 
mation. Some publishers frown this 
sort proofreader activity. should 
resented such proofreading causes more 
stir and loss time than economical.

PROPERLY HANDLED, 
mean the difference between con- 
perpetually jammed-up plant, 
with reputation for falling down 
promises and efficient, well-oiled 
machine, upon which customers rely for 
information status and 

Yet scheduling need not matter 
involved records, check sheets, con- 
communications, 
other seemingly impressive actions. 
The simpler is, the better likely 
be. 

Key its efficiency operation 
its daily maintenance. once al- 
lowed fall behind, then the inevitable 
will catch up, and delivery dates will 
commence missed and eventually 
customers too! 

Moreover, any schedule only 
its flexibility. Once schedule 
established, there will innumera- 
times when will stretched 
what would seem the breaking point. 
But when that schedule made must 
kept mind that will often 
called upon give little.

The sales staff should cooperate 
completely with the production staff 
and report any likely urgent jobs 
management and the shop with prob- 
able time readiness. The shipping 
department also alerted, and day 
ahead the promised date will 
check see the sheets will ready 


that time. costs money send out 
truck come back and report, “They 
ready.” 

there delay then production 
notifies the customer that there will 
delay delivery the part the 
bindery inasmuch the sheets were 
not ready time. that case, the 
binder clear explaining after the 
entire job delayed, what the reason 
was, with much less chance being 
believed. Naturally, this reporting 
progress must delicately handled 
those cases where printer might 
inclined regard “snitching.” 

Naturally, any scheduling must 
based sound knowledge the pro- 
ductive capacity both parts the 
team, man and machine. Not always 
will two machines identical make 
and age deliver the same quantity 
work, for much depends the skill 
the operator. 

When faced with rush job, encoun- 
tered his daily rounds, the salesman 
will, course, check with his plant 
ascertain what open time there is, and 
how long will available. the 
job big hurry, and the customer 
one that might develop loss 
memory another occasion when 
comes the binder’s name the job 
isn’t taken, then the schedule ex- 
amined see job might lifted, 
some overtime would open hole 
the schedule let the rush job in. 

Production department 
and planners will also certain 
consult the schedule before planning 
impositions other stages jobs 
prospect. Frequently change im- 
position can make job available lot 
sooner than some other layout was 
used. 

The same holds true for salesmen, 
who frequently find that courteous 
well-timed suggestion can result sav- 
ing considerable production time the 
shop which not only would save money 
for the immediate customer, but enable 
the recovered production time 
sold other sources better profit 
percentage than would the case 
allotted the other customer. Here 
again the schedule plays its big part. 
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bluing Machines for the Bindery 


various gluing machines the 
market are fundamentally alike 
their design. The sheet paper 
cloth placed upon the feed table, 
passed under the pressure rollers and 
over revolving glue-coated cylinder. 
passing over, the under surface 
the sheet glued and then picked 
off number pin-pointed fingers 
which rest the glue cylinder. the 
sheet rolls out the operator picks up. 

This principle the same for all the 
models manufactured for the bookbind- 
ing industry such firms 
Grammes Sons, Minco Products 
Corp., Moore Co., New Jersey 
Machine Corp., Parry Machine 
Co., Pavyer Printing Machine Works, 
John Pleger Co., Potdevin Machine 
Co., and Schaefer Machine Co. While 
the principle remains the same, the 
great variety work performed 
bookbinderies, and consequently their 
varying requirements, makes 
able variations the quality metal 
used, the capacity the glue tanks, the 
size the rollers, and the general 
sturdiness the machine. the bind- 
prefers one manufacturer’s model 
another’s, this usually because the 
nature the work performed the 
binder make that particular model most 
profitable him. 

brief review what particular 
things look for gluing machine 
may help the binder select that which 
meets his requirements best: 


Size 


All machines are measured the 
width the roller which transfers the 
glue the sheet. This turn deter- 
mines the maximum width the sheet 
which can fed through the machine. 
The maximum sheet width ordinarily 
inch less than the roller width, 
that 18” machine will take maxi- 
mum sheet width 17”. over 
this maximum would mean the need 


for greater care feeding. Length 
sheet limited only the operator’s 
skill handling. 


Glue tank 


The capacity the tank determines 
how much work can done without 
the need for halting production or- 
der The tank may built 
into the machine may 
able for easy cleaning. 

always best have adequate 
glue supply the machine because 
there much lost time when re- 
filling the tank, adding water, mixing 
glue, etc., that there will consequent 
delays production. 


Heating the glue 


Both direct-heat and water-jacket sys- 
tems are available. Some binders claim 
that where the electrical coils heat the 
glue tank directly there greater dan- 
ger burned glue. This true the 
tank wall thin and the heat not 
diffused over larger area the tank 
bottom. the heaters are designed 
contact large portion the bottom 
the tank, and automatic ther- 
mostatic heat control provided, there 
reason why the glue should burn, 
tems, which the heat applied first 
the water and then through that 
the glue tank, are said apply heat 
more evenly. The water-jacket system 
may open, which case the water 
must repeatedly replenished, 
may sealed off. There are varia- 
tions the degrees heat possible 
various models. Binderies which work 
with many types glues varied 
qualities paper and cloth would pre- 
fer machines that have thermostatic 
controls permitting quick change 
number degrees heat. Binderies 
which not have such varying re- 
quirements may find that one tempera- 
ture for heating the glue sufficient. 


room temperature sometimes requires 
that the glue heated higher 
gree than normal. 


Tank and glue rollers 


There are two methods for transferring 
the glue from the tank the under 
surface the sheet. the first the 
roller revolves solution glue, 
and the sheet passes over its surface. 
the second method the glue 
transfers its coating second roller, 
the ductor, above the tank’s surface. 
The second roller turn passes the 
glue the sheet. These rollers are 
made solid brass stainless steel. 
Brass rollers are most common but 
plants where latex used, stainless 
steel rollers are recommended. Bind- 
eries which are about use new types 
adhesives should consult with the 
manufacturer regarding the best type 
roller for their needs. Both the tank 
roller and the glue roller measure any- 
where from diameter, de- 
pending, course, upon the size 
the machine. 


Controlling glue 


The thickness the glue coating upon 
the sheet can adjusted dial con- 
trol some machines, while others 
use thumb screw adjustments. The dial 
thumb screw adjustments control the 
space between the rollers permit the 
desired glue layer applied. 

For paper, cloth and thin leather, 
gluing machines are equipped with feed 
rollers about 34” diameter. 
When gluing cardboard heavier rollers 
with spring tension are provided. 

All feed rollers are adjustable 
least from the glue rollers, 
that they stay clean. These rollers can- 
not touch tle glue they would off- 
set glue onto the top the sheets. The 
feeding gluing machines this type 
can steady intermittent, de- 
sired, and adjustment unnecessary 
for sizes shapes sheets. 
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Some small models label gluing 
machines are provided with simpler 
roller control systems. scraper knife 
used instead two rollers adjust 
the glue coating. This type machine 
suitable for use when labelling car- 
but not considered sufficiently 
accurate for bindery operations. 

Those machines which are sturdily 
built. and which can handle straight 
and stiff material may also used 
cover de-warping, wringing ma- 
chines. The glue is, course, re- 
moved before using the machine for 
that purpose. 


Pick-off fingers 


the sheet paper passing 
around the glue roller would continue 
dow: into the glue tank. This pre- 
vented series pick-off fingers, 
frequently called strippers, which rest 
their sharp points upon the revolving 
glue roller. The paper stopped 
these points and rolls across the series 
bar-connected fingers which time 
the operator picks the sheet up. The 
number pick-off strippers, and their 
position upon the bar, adjustable 
the needs the material being 


hand led. 
Cleaning 


Since gluing operations are particularly 
dirt accumulation, dried 
lumps, the ease with which the 
may cleaned quite impor- 
tant. Some models have removable 
liftable feed tables and gear guards 
which allow for the quick washing 
the rollers, the tank, and other parts 
the machine that may stained 
with glue. The models which permit 
quicker and easier access all the 
working parts can naturally kept 
cleaner. 


Strip gumming 


Some models provide special rollers 
and gauges for strip gumming that 
parallel strips glue may applied 
certain areas the sheet, instead 
the whole surface. 


Edge gluing 


The margin edge gluer the same 
principle and construction 
discussed, except that one side 
fed sideways the operator. ad- 
feed gauge determines the glue 
width desired. Some the standard 
gluing machines also have attachments 
for edge gluing.

Locking Posts 


Since the two-piece screw post the 
simplest all binding mechanisms 
used for such differing items sheet 
sample books, storage binders, cata- 
logs, photograph albums and the like. 

Heads Chicago screw posts are 
usually 3/8” diameter while the fe- 
male posts may 3/16”, 5/16” 3/8” 
diameter. Inner sections are avail- 
able. Lengths the screw posts range 
from 14” 4”. Fig. 17. 

Locking posts are also made. These 
consist two pieces, each which has 
saw tooth edge that allows the pieces

compressed and locked, but not 
withdrawn. Some manufacturers are 
now making locking posts that may 
unlocked pin thrust through one 
the ends. 

The sectional posts, used the sec- 
tional post binder, can also serve 
semi-permanent storage posts. The 
round-head tops and base sections can 
replaced with flat slotted heads. 


Storage Binders 


The simplest storage binder two- 
piece cover connected two more 
Chicago screw posts sectional posts. 
inner view the cover, which may 
serve either top bottom, illus- 
trated Figure 18.

The cover illustrated consists 
binding back strip 140 pt. chip 
board thereabouts, and 1014” 
piece board serve the cover.

The board laid 
across the center the strip that 
its corner touches the edge, and then 
the two sides are folded over and 
smoothed down. 

Holes the proper size are then 
drilled and the cover completed. 

The same storage binder may 
easily made into flap-type permanent 
transfer binder. When the top cover 
complete additional strip canvas, 
834” high and from 11” wide, de- 
pending upon the thickness the stor- 
age binder. glued for along the 
hinge side the bottom hinge strip. 
The flap then pasted the top 
cover, permanently sealing the book. 


Wing Binders 


Screw posts are also used the pro- 
duction scrap books, photograph al- 
bums, catalogs. These are generally 
termed “wing binders,” i.e., the cov- 
ers have flap “wing” the inside 
hinge which serves hold the posts.

Speaking the esthetic problems 
the use bleeds, Andor Braun, Kings- 
port Press designer, pointed out: 
use bleed illustrations only con- 
sider that specific advantages can 
obtained, e.g. book which text

printing. Briefly the steps the manu- 
facture paper are follows. 

Book paper composed primarily 
matted cellulose fibers obtained mostly 
from wood. The long fibers needed 
come mainly from softwood. For the 
fine grades paper. rags are added. 
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High grades waste paper are mixed 
with new pulp along with large quan- 
tities chemicals and great deal 
water the manufacturing process. 


Pulping separates wood fibers pro- 
duce the cellulose and removing the 
undesirable hemicellulose lignin. 
This may done mechanical 
chemical methods but for book paper 
the chemical process which produces 
near perfect and nearly pure cellulose 
mostly used. Bleaching removes most 
the remaining wood substances other 
than cellulose. Pulps for book papers 
are usually produced the sulphite 
process the soda process use 
combination both pulps. The 
pulps are blended together with chemi- 
cals like rosin increase water resis- 
tance and limit 
Alum used precipitate the size 
onto the fibers. filler (often clay) 
usually added increase its opacity 
and provide smoother surface for 
ink. 

The pulp refined before going into 
the Fourdrinier, which tremendous- 
fascinating continuous paper 
making machine. Paper formed when 
the liquid stock flows onto wire cloth 
which allows water drain through. 
The fibers then unite matting 
intertwining evenly. The direction 
motion the machine establishes grain 
direction. Water gradually eliminat- 
ed. Felts carry the paper through 
presses that continue squeeze out the 
water. Finally the paper passes through 
series steam heated iron drums 
cylinders. Next the paper compressed 
and calendered, one more part one 
continuous process. Then, 
comes coating, supercalendering and 
sizing. Weights paper are deter- 
mined partly regulating the quan- 
tity the flow and the squeeze the 
various rollers the continuous proc- 
ess. Master rolls are made the ma- 
chine limits which turn are slit into 
smaller rolls and sheeted standard 
sizes for special orders. 


Figuring paper press sizes 
very important that sizes press

buying paper larger than necessary 
print book properly. Small edi- 
tions should use standard sizes but 
large press runs require paper running 
into many tons that exact sizes fig- 
ured for the selected formats can 
ordered economically from paper mills 
and received skids saving.

rors and simplifies the work for the be- 
ginner. The following formula for 
non-bleed book with the standard 
trim. represents the height the 
trimmed book inches. the width 
the trimmed book inches.
